beautifully delivered. The Roose­ 
v e l t ghosts e a n w r i t e better 
speeches than the President, but 
none of them can compart* with 
him iii reading them.

Thus certain factions—som e w ell­ 
m eaning but m isinform ed; others 
with selfish or un-American m o­ 
tives— harangue American business 
m ethods. 


B usiness does not deny that the 
cost o f advertising is figured into 
the price o f its products. But, for 
exam p le, a d v ertisin g sells m any 
packages o f cigarettes instead o f a 
few. H ence manufacturers produce 
cigarettes in vast quantities and at 
less cost per pack. T hese savings, 
passed on in low er prices, actually 


make advertising cost us nothings' *f 


The actual cost o f advertising is 
but a trifle. For example, the cost o f 
advertising a package o f popular 
cigarettes is equal only to the price 
of half of one cigarette, or, about 
thirteen deep draws on the cigarette! 


It requires the value of IO ciga­ 
rettes to pay the taxes, leaving the re­ 
mainder o f the price for raw ma­ 
terials, labor and profit. 


If cigarettes were not advertised*1 
they not only w ould cost much m ore 
— but, you and I would be unable to 
get our favorite brands except at a 
few stores in the largest cities.
